COPIES of any Resolutions of Boards of Guardians, passed prior to the 19th 
February 1847, by which the Workhouse was closed to Applicants. 



Copy Resolution of Guardians, at their Meeting held on 24th October 1846. 

“ That our Treasurer having refused to advance the sum of 100 Z. for the support of the 
inmates of the house, stating, as the cause of his refusal, the present state of the times, and 
a debt of 500 1 . due him; that we find the collection of the outstanding rate wholly 
impracticable; that we are without any contractors, and that a sum of fully 1,000 Z. is due 
to former contractors, as well as the salaries of our officers ; that, but for the kind aid of 
the Earl of Lucan, for the last four weeks our inmates would have starved ; that we there- 
fore feel ourselves reduced to the painful necessity of refusing further admission to any 
object, however great, until the Government can be prevailed upon to make an advance 
upon the outstanding rate ; and this refusal of admission we are compelled to carry out this 
day to nearly 40 applicants ; that we find our debts amount to about 3,000 Z., and that we 
have failed in getting contractors to furnish us with food, from our state of debt.”
